GENTLEMEN. 


T TJAVING ſuggeſted in my laſt of the 14th of Jan. 
| that the pretended friendſhip of popery to the ci- 
vil powers is highly ſuſpicious, conſequently infinitely 
more dangerous than the diſſentions of the ſets of Pro- 
teſtants, I add that the diviſions amongſt Proteſtants, if 
not ſupported by the ſecret influence of the emiſſaries 
of Rome, are, though not juſtifiable, rather a barrier 
than a furtherance to dangerous complots againſt ſtates, 

Their principles and conduct, as far as they are lo- 
cal, are too well known, and their oppoſite inte- 
reſts too partial to admit of the advancement of one 

party in preference to another ; they know, by ſad expe- 
rience, ſince the reformation, and the time of Cromwel, 
that no truſt is to be put in any party or ſect, ever ſo 
ſolemnly authorized and ſupported in times of common 
_ emergencies, when once in power. | 

As long as they profeſs the Bible, on which they. 
found the diverſities of their creeds, they will not ſtick 
together ;—and ſhould it be the caſe with them to be 
conformable to its general ſyſtem, which makes it 
eternal condemnation to reſiſt lawful authority, or com- 
mit rapine, murder and bloodſhed, or to live in hatred 
or envy ; every one, like the Iſraelites of old, would 
ſtrive to ſit contended with his own houſhold under 
his vine, and fig tree, praQtizing 'the laws of Chriſt and 
the ſtate, according to 2 Tim. ii. 1—3. 

It is the martial, the inſidious, the infernal ſyſtem of 

Rome, identified by the ſpirit of Romulus, ever aiming

at the eſtabliChment of a univerſal temporal and ſpiritual 
monarchy, wt ich the civil powers have to fear. This as 


it is now modifying by the rod of iron into a.univerſal

authortty of kings, or that of the people, to deceive both. 
Remove that ſyſtem, then Chriſtianity will be what 
it is and ought to be; viz. aconſtant practice of truth, 
love and friendſhip, and the civil ſtate will be ſafe 
under its independent ſtate ſettlement of Chriſtian laws, 
I,, therefore am aſtoniſhed when I find that you, in the

The wonderful aſſiſtance which the pope obtained 
chiefly by fraud ; fince the time of Chariemagn, from 
the civil powers, vntil the XTVth century, and alſo by 


te late combination, is by the judicial power of God, 


permitted for a limmitted time, and certain purpoſes ; 
viz. to do his the beaſt's will, till the words of God are 

accompliſhed, and his meaning found out. Rev. xvii. 1). 

Another flagtant inſtance of papal intrigue upon ſtates 
is the contrivance of the cruſatle of the Kings into the 

holy land in the XIth, XIIth. XITth: centuries, and was 
Ba meant 
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meant for the ruin of the civil powers, that the Pope's 
ſpiritual one might do the better for his univerfal abſo- 
lute monarchy, but the beaſt went into perdition in the 
XIVth century, when two and three Popes ſat in the 
papal chair at once, which cauſed a 50 years ſchiſm, and 
| was condemned by Wickleff, the councils of Piſa, Con- 
ſtance, and Baſel, to be Antichriſt and his church the 
whore of babylon. This was the firſt perdition. 
It is remarkable that the bleſſing mentioned by Daniel 
Xii. 12. which ſhonld come to pals after 1335.prophetic 
days, coincides exactly with the beginning of the XV 
cent. when the term a quo is made according to the text 
from the taking away of the daily ſacrifice at the de- 
ſtruction of Jeruſalem A. C. 66 - but the beaſt in 
his 8th head aſcended out again of the bottomleſs pit, 
| Rev. ix. xi. xvii. before it goeth entirely into perdition. 
Eccleaſtical history is very clear on that point. 
After the deſtruction of the Greciau empire, a panic 
ſtruck intothe hearts of Chriſtian nations, like thatwhich 
ſeized the kings of Europe at the late atheiſtical revolution 
the pope recovered his former authority. King Francis I. 
of France aboliſhed the pragmatic ſanction, which ſecu- 
red the libertyof the Gallican ſtates, aud erected the con- 
cordate. What Henry VIIIth did in England, when 
he wrote his book of ihe ſeven ſacraments in ſupport of 
popery, againſt Luther, is very well known. Nay the 
then mighy emperor Charles Vth, whoſe dominions 
were ſo large that it was ſaid that the ſun did never ſet in 
them, ſupported the Pope's authority againſt the Luther- 
an ſtates, and pre ſsed upon him to convocate the council 
of Trent, which after it had ſet 18 years under the di- 
ection of the Pope, placed the Pope above any human 
each, becauſe under the pretext of extirpating hereſy, 
ES, and 
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and of ſupporting the independency of the church, R. ca- 


tholic kings were again gradually brought under his yoke 


Sixtus the Vth. an enemy to allkings whom I take to be 


the angel of the bottomleſs pit.
